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This claim against the Government of Cuba, under TitleV of the Inter-

national Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended, was presented by ROSE

KUDLER, and is based upon the asserted loss of $1,631.00, sUstained in connec-

tion with the ownership of a stock interest in Compania Litografica de la

Habana, S.Ao (Havana Lithographing Company), hereinafter referred to as

Havana Lithographing. Claimant has been a national of the United States since

her birth.

International Claims Settlement Act of 1949 [78 Star.Under Title V of the

iii0 (1964), 22 UoSoC. §§1643-1643k (1964), as amended, 79 Star. 988 (1965)],

the Commission is given jurisdiction over claims of nationals of the United

States against the Government of Cuba. Section 503(a) of the Act provides that

the Commission shall receive and determine in accordance with applicable sub-

stantive law, including international law, the amount and validity of claims

by nationals of the United States against the Government of Cuba arising since

January i~ 1959 for

losses resulting from the nationalization, expropriation,
intervention or other taking of~ or special measures
directed against~property including any rights or inter-
ests therein owned wholly or partially, directly or in-
directly at the time by nationals of the United States.



Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term ~property’means any property, right or inter-
est including any leasehold interest, and debts owed by
the Government of Cuba or by enterprises which have been
nationalized= expropriated~ intervened, or taken by the
Government of Cuba and debts which are ~ charge on prop-
ertywhich has been nationalized, expropriated, intervened~
or taken by the Government of Cuba°

On the basis of evidence of record, the Commission finds that claimant

is, and since prior to October 13, 1960, has been, the owner of 700 shar~s

of common stock of Havana ~ithographing. The certificates representing the

shares in question are Ncs. CLHC 24952 through CLHC 24958~ inclusive.

On October 13~ 1960~ the Government of Cuba published Law 890 in its

Official Gazette~ which listed as nationalized Compania Litografica de la

Habana~ So A. Accordingly~ the Commission finds that Havana Lithographing

was nationalized by the Government of Cuba on October 13, 1960~ and that

claimant’s interest in the enterprise was taken on that date.

In determining the value of the interest owned by claimant in Havana

Lithographing~ the Commission has considered an unaudited balance sheet,

with supporting schedules~ as of July 31~ 1960~ an affidavit of the former

President of Havana Lithographing~ appraisals and valuations of the assets

of the corporation prepared in 1960 and 1967~ and insurance values for all

assets° On the basis of all the evidence of record~ the Commission finds

that $i~356~012.12 is the amount that would have been available at the time

of loss for distribution among the 540~218 shares of common stock issued by

Havana Lithographingo The Commission thus concludes that the dol!ariloss sus-

tained in connection with the ownership of a common stock interest in Havana

Lithographing was $2o51 per share share of common stock issued and held at

the time of loss. (See the Claim cf Central West Company, FCSC Claim NOo

CU- 3440. )
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Accordingly, in the instant claim~ the Commission finds that

claimant9 as holder of 700 shares of the common stock of Havana

Lithographing~ suffered a loss in the amount of $i~757o00 within

the meaning of Title V of the Act, as a result of the nationaliza-

tion of Havana Lithographing by the Government of Cuba on October 13,

1960.

It will be noted that the total amount of loss found herein is

in excess of the amount asserted by claimant° However, in determin-

ing the amount of loss sustained~ the Commission is not bound by any

lesser or greater amounts which may be asserted by claimant as the

extent thereof.

The Commission has decided that in certification of losses on

claims determined pursuant to Title V of the International Claims

Settlement Act of 19499 as amended~interest should be included at

the rate of 6% per annum from the date of loss to the date of settle-

mento (See the Claim of Lisle Corporation~ FCSC Claim No° CU-0644o)

Accordingly~ the Commission concludes that the amount of loss

sustained by the claims, nt shall be increased by interest thereon at

the rate of 6% per annum from October 13~ 19609 the date of loss9 to

the date on which provisions are made for settlement thereof°
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CERTIFICATION OF LOSS

The Commission certifies that ROSE KUDLER suffered a loss, as

a result of actions of the Government of Cuba, within the scope of

Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949~ as

amended, in the amount of One Thousand Seven Hundred Fifty-Seven

Dollars ($i~757.00) with interes~ thereon at 6%.per annum from

October 13, 1960 to the date of settlement.

Provision is only made for th@ determination
by the Commission of the validity and amounts of such claims.
Section 501 of the statute specifically precludes any authorization
for appropriations for payment of these claims. The Commission is
required to certify its findings to the Secretary of State for
possible use in future negotiation.s with the Government of Cuba,
